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Prosecutor's conduct can tip 
justice scales 

ORLANDO — The jurors who 
helped put Nino Lyons in jail for three 
years had every reason to think that he 
was a drug trafficker. 

For more than a week in 2001, 
jurors listened to one witness after 
another, most of them prison inmates, 
describe how Lyons had sold them 
cocaine. 

But federal prosecutors 
covered up evidence that could have 
discredited many of Lyons' accusers. 
And they hid the fact that prosecutors 
had promised to let others out of prison 
early in exchange for their cooperation. 

Federal prosecutors are 
supposed to seek justice, not merely 
score convictions. But a USA TODAY 
investigation found that prosecutors 
repeatedly have violated that duty in 
courtrooms across the nation. The 
abuses have put innocent people in 
prison, set guilty people free and cost 
taxpayers millions of dollars in legal fees 
and sanctions. 

Judges have warned for 
decades that misconduct by prosecutors 
threatens the Constitution's promise of a 
fair trial. Congress in 1997 enacted a 
law aimed at ending such abuses. 

Yet USA TODAY documented 
201 criminal cases since 1997 in which 
judges determined that Justice 
Department [DOJ] prosecutors — the 
nation's most elite and powerful law 
enforcement officials — themselves 
violated laws or ethics rules. 

Judges caught some 
prosecutors hiding evidence, lying to 
judges and juries and breaking plea 
bargains. 

The transgressions were so 
serious that, in each case, judges threw 
out charges, overturned convictions or 
rebuked prosecutors for misconduct. 


In July, U.S. District Judge 
Gregory Presnell declared that Lyons 
was innocent. 

Neither DOJ nor the lead 
prosecutor in the Lyons case, Bruce 
Hinshelwood, would explain the events 
that cost Lyons his home, his 
businesses and nearly three years of 
freedom. The department investigated 
Hinshelwood but refused to say whether 
he was punished; the agency regulating 
Florida lawyers ordered him to attend a 
one-day ethics workshop. 

Asked about Presnell's ruling 
exonerating Lyons, Hinshelwood said 
only, "It is of no concern to me." 

Records from DOJ ethics 
watchdogs show the agency has 
investigated a growing number of 
complaints by judges about misconduct. 
In 2001, the department investigated 42 
such complaints; last year, 61. 

DOJ will not reveal how many 
of those prosecutors were punished 
because, it said, doing so would violate 
their privacy rights. USA TODAY, 
drawing on state bar records, identified 
only one federal prosecutor who was 
barred even temporarily from practicing 
law for misconduct during the past 12 
years. 

Even high-profile cases have 
been affected. Last year, a judge in 
Washington, D.C. — saying the 
department could not be trusted to 
investigate its own prosecutors — 
launched his own probe of the attorneys 
who handled the corruption trial of 
former Alaska senator Ted Stevens. 
After a jury found Stevens guilty, the 
department admitted that prosecutors 
had hidden evidence, then dropped the 
charges. 

USA TODAY found a pattern of 
"serious, glaring misconduct," said Pace 
University law professor Bennett 
Gershman, an expert on misconduct by 


prosecutors. "It's systemic now, and ... 
the system is not able to control this 
type of behavior. There is no 
accountability." 

He and Alexander Bunin, the 
chief federal public defender in Albany, 
N.Y., called the newspaper's findings 
"the tip of the iceberg" because many 
more cases are tainted by misconduct 
than are found. 

USA TODAY documented 47 
cases in which defendants were either 
exonerated or set free after the 
violations surfaced. 

The violations happened in 
almost every part of the nation, though 
most occurred in federal courts in San 
Diego, Massachusetts, Washington, 
D.C. and Puerto Rico. That pattern 
means misconduct is "not an isolated 
problem," said Laurie Levenson, a 
Loyola Law School professor and former 
federal prosecutor. 

The Supreme Court nearly 50 
years ago in Brady v. Maryland ruled 
that prosecutors must tell defendants 
about evidence that could help prove 
their innocence. 

Nonetheless, USA TODAY 
identified 86 cases in which judges 
found that prosecutors had failed to turn 
over evidence to defendants. That’s 
what happened to Nino Lyons. 

One reason violations may go 
undetected is that only a small fraction 
of criminal cases ever get the scrutiny of 
a trial, the process most likely to identify 
misconduct. Trials play a "very 
important" role, said former deputy 
attorney general David Ogden, because 
they force judges and attorneys to 
review a case in far more exacting 
detail. 

The number of people charged 
with crimes in federal district courts has 
almost doubled over the past 15 years. 
Yet last year, just four defendants out of 











troops who decide they will obey the 
Constitution rather than the commands 
of the global puppet masters will now be 
getting some remote-controlled 
motivational persuasion.

According to 
Tyler, “We look forward to developing a 
close working relationship with DARPA 
and other Department of Defense and 
U.S. Intelligence Communities to bring 
some of these applications [of remote 
control of brain activity through 
ultrasound] to fruition over the coming 
years depending on the most pressing 
needs of our country’s defense 
industries.” 

But wait there’s more. He’s 
hard at work on another much needed 
technology that will become a boon to 
mankind: MyBrainCloud.net. 

According to Tyler, 
“MyBrainCloud.net is a concept 
application of noninvasive brain 
stimulation using pulsed ultrasound, 
which is likely to emerge in the future. 
The concept is essentially to provide 
individual users with a personalized 
connection port through which various 
brain stimulation protocols can be 
administered in an open access manner 
using cloud computing. This technology 
has many broad applications ranging 
from at-home medicine to recreational 
applications such as interactive video 
gaming and virtual experience 
downloading.”

So it looks like Tyler might go 
down in history as the inventor of not 
only the Star Trek-style “Helmet of 
Obedience” but also the Matrix-style 
human-machine interface port; two 
dystopian science fiction inventions in 
one career.

Three Things about Islam 

Most people only expose 
themselves to information that matches 
their own worldview. It is uncomfortable 
to do otherwise. Still, we would like to 
give you some surprising information 
about Islam.

Of course the Qur’an contains 
contradictory statements, just like other 
religious books, but the Qur’an itself 
provides the reader with a way to know 
what to do with the contradictions. 

It is explained in the Qur’an 
that if you have two passages that 
contradict each other, the one written 
later supersedes the one written earlier. 
Most Westerners are unaware that the 
peaceful, tolerant passages were written 
early in Mohammad’s prophetic career. 
According to the Qur’an those passages 
have been abrogated by later, more 
violent and less tolerant passages.

Feds call popular gun a 
'threat,' proposed shipments 
canceled 

The Obama-run 

Washington bureaucracy has classified 
a common and reliable rifle, the Ml 
Garand, as a "threat to public safety in 
the U.S.," and the State Department 
has canceled plans by the Republic of 
Korea to return tens of thousands of 
surplus rifles to the U.S. for sale in the 
consumer market. 

The stunning classification 
of an ordinary gun that was used in the 
U.S. military for two decades and 
issued to thousands of soldiers and 
Marines during World War II and Korea 
as a threat came in a document by the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. 

It is being publicized by 
Examiner gun rights writer David 
Codrea, who said "no supporting 
evidence for this conclusion exists 
beyond agenda-promoting 

speculation." 

According to the [ATF] 
document itself, it came about because 
of this scenario: The State Department 
in May 2009 approved a "request by 
the Government of the Republic of 
Korea (ROK) to transfer 87,310 Ml 
Garand rifles and 770,160 Ml carbine 
rifles to U.S. private entities for 
subsequent commercial resale in the 
United States." 




But the ATF contacted the 
State Department and argued the stock 
of rifles "poses a threat to public safety 
in the U.S." As a result, the State 
Department reversed its decision. 

The ATF also expressed 
concern that anyone who can purchase 
seven separate parts for the gun and 
install them correctly - or those 
individuals who can machine their own 
steel parts for guns - probably could 
convert the carbine into a machine gun. 

The Garand, once praised 
by Gen. George S. Patton, arrived as a 
service rifle in the military in 1936 and 
was issued routinely until 1957, when it 
was replaced. 

Officials with the ATF 
declined to comment to WND. 

Codrea told WND the 
classification was a "beachhead" for 
gun control. The WND source said it 
was just a symptom of the larger 
problems at the BATFE, citing a 
CleanupATF website that describes the 
work of "returning integrity, 
accountability and decency to the 
management of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives." 

According to Codrea, "This 
[sale of Ml rifles and carbines] is the 
grave threat to the republic? This is 
nothing less than legislation by 
unaccountable bureaucrats with an 
agenda that has nothing to do with 
legitimate delegated authority." 

States already have begun 
rebelling against federal rules for guns, 
with eight formally adopting laws that 
exempt guns made, sold and kept 
within the states from federal 
regulations. 

A court case over that law 
now is headed to the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

The description of guns as 
a "threat" recalls the themes in a U.S. 
Department of Homeland Security 
report in 2009 that characterized "right- 
wing extremists" as opponents of 
abortion and illegal immigration and 
supporters of gun rights and third-party 
political candidates.

Gun town: Kennesaw, Georgia

Kennesaw, Georgia, is unique: 
it is the only place in America where it is 
compulsory to own a gun. In 1982, 
Kennesaw unanimously passed an 
ordinance requiring households to own 
at least one firearm with ammunition, in 
order to ‘‘protect the safety, security and 
general welfare of the city and its 
inhabitants". Kennesaw’s ordinance was 
a heartfelt assertion of second 


amendment gun rights, a principled and 
legislative rebuttal to a law passed 
earlier that year in Morton Grove, 

Illinois, banning guns within the city 

limits. 

Kennesaw residents were 

outraged not only by Morton Grove’s 

assault on the second amendment of 
the Constitution - which gives all 
Americans the right to bear arms - but 
also by ‘‘the slobbering way that the 
press portrayed the law as taking a 
stand against ‘evil’ handguns,” says 
Robert Jones, the president of the 
Kennesaw Historical Society. The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
challenged Kennesaw’s law as 
unconstitutional, but the federal court let 
it stand, although the city did add a 
clause exempting conscientious 
objectors, criminals, the mentally 
disabled and people who could not 
afford a gun. 

The law contains no penalty for 
violation and no one has ever been 
prosecuted for not owning a gun. Local 
police estimate that only 50 per cent of 
households have a gun. But almost 30 
years after the law was passed, it is still 
popular, not least because Kennesaw’s 
crime rate has remained 
disproportionately low, even as the 
town’s population swelled from 5,000 in 
1982 to almost 35,000 now. According 
to the latest FBI statistics, Kennesaw 
recorded 31 violent crimes - mainly 
robberies and aggravated assaults - 
during 2008. In other similar-sized local 
towns the figures were much higher - 
127 in Dalton and 188 in Hinesville. For 
property crimes - largely burglaries and 
thefts - Kennesaw recorded 555 while 
Dalton had 1,124 and Hinesville 1,802. 

Though it will give liberals 
heartburn, Kennesaw’s gun policy 
works. 

“It’s not enforced, it’s strictly 
psychological," says John Grimm, 78, 
who works part-time in the gift shop of 
Kennesaw’s museum. While not 
complying with the law, agnostics 
benefit from its presence and are happy 
for it to stay. Grimm, who doesn’t have a 
gun, tells me: “If someone is going to 
rob you, they don’t know if you have got 
a gun or not, so they’re going to go 
somewhere else." 

The law may be anachronistic 
but, whether in Kennesaw or the wider 
area, guns are a touchstone issue. This 
is not just about gun rights, but about 
independence; it is about a desire to 
keep the government in check. 

Alex Payne, a 38 year old 
machinist said, “To me, owning a gun 
means you’re not just being an 
American, but that you’re upholding the 
Constitution. So when that right is being 


infringed, when someone tries to take it 
away, it’s like they are trying to take 
away your freedom of speech. Imagine 
if someone told you right now that you 
couldn’t take notes,” he said, pointing at 
my notebook. 

When I ask how many guns he 
owns, he responds sharply: “That’s 
none of your business.” This secrecy is 
common in the town, and is part of a 
general wariness towards government. 
Payne says: “Our Founding Fathers 
thought it was important enough to 
make this the second amendment so 
that we could protect ourselves from 
invaders in our country. And they knew 
that citizens needed to be protected 
from being taken over by the 
government.” 

These words, puzzling to 
outsiders, reflect deep-seated beliefs, 
stretching back to the American 
Revolution and reinforced (especially in 
the southern US) during the civil war. As 
Robert Jones says: “People in the US 
are much more in touch with their 
Founding Fathers in a way that is not 
true in England. How many English 
people sit around reminiscing about 
Oliver Cromwell or praising the Magna 
Carta? In Red America, people sit 
around talking about the Founding 
Fathers. They look at Billy the Kid and 
Wyatt Earp, and say ‘Don’t tread on 
me." 

Such sentiments have been 
charismatically personified by Sarah 
Palin, darling of the conservative right. 
Palin, a self-proclaimed “mama grizzlie” 
who shoots moose and caribou for 
sport, has fiercely defended second 
amendment rights and fuelled the fear, 
bordering on hysteria, that they will be 
taken away. 

During a speech to the 
National Rifle Association (NRA) in May, 
Palin said the only thing stopping 
President Obama from scrapping the 
Constitution’s right to bear arms was 
fear of a public backlash. “Don’t doubt 
for a minute that, if they thought they 
could get away with it, they would ban 
guns and ban ammunition and gut the 
second amendment,” she said, urging 
the 9,000 NRA members at the 
conference to “stop them in their tracks”. 
In her fight against Democrats and big 
government, she has even adopted a 
gun-themed slogan: “Don’t retreat. 
Reload!" 

“Guns are a huge part of 
American culture,” says Erik Fredricks, 
manager of Nick's Guns. “When 
America was a frontier country, you 
needed your gun to put food on the 
table. Whenever you hear Americans 
talking about guns, they talk about 
independence and self-reliance. The 




second amendment is somewhat unique 
because it places the ultimate option for 
use of force in the hands of the citizen 
and not on the state." 

Regardless of whether other 
towns adopt Kennesaw-style laws, the 
reassertion of gun rights in the Obama 
era, along with a Palin run for president 
in 2012, will ensure that the second 
amendment remains on the political 
agenda.

Muslim terrorists affirm the 
“individual duty of jihad” 

On 22 October 2010, a video¬ 
address from American al-Qaeda 
spokesman Adam Yahya Ghadan was 
released onto jihadist forums by al- 
Qaeda Central’s media division, entitled: 
‘... the individual Duty of Jihad’. The 
production covers the period of 10 
September to 8 October 2010. 

The main focus of his address 
is on the illegitimacy of the mainstream 
religious establishment in predominantly 
Muslim countries and the obligatory duty 
of waging jihad for all Muslims. 

Ghadan particularly criticizes 
the Mardin Conference convened by the 
Global Centre for Renewal and 
Guidance in Mardin, Turkey in March 
2010, which brought together leading 
Muslim scholars, theologians and 
academics to refute religious 
justifications for acts of terror in the 
name of waging jihad. The attendees 
examined a fatwa written by the 
medieval Islamic scholar ibn Tamaima 
known as the ‘Mardin fatwa’, which has 
been used by Islamist extremist groups, 
particularly al-Qaeda and its affiliates, to 
support their call for ‘global jihad’. 

The new Mardin declaration 
was also criticized by [U.S.-born 
terrorist] Anwar al-Awlaqi in the second 
edition of al-Qaeda in the Arabian 
Peninsula’s (AQAP) English-language 
Inspire Magazine released on 11 
October 2010. 

With regards to the duty of 
jihad, Ghadan particularly addresses 
Muslims residing in the West and urges 


them to carry out individual acts of jihad 
against the enemy on its own soil. 

The video also features parts 
of a previously-released interview with 
Anwar al-Awlaqi in which he praises 
acts of individual jihad, particularly the 
shooting at Fort Hood, Texas carried out 
by Nidal Hasan in November 2009.
